Dear Hal, 

The 111 wind department is making things work out. I have to make, an early- 
morning trip to Washington airport this a.m. which should get this letter to jnu 
faster than usua l.

They are doing to 
phone bit this Thursday afternoon, to follow again on a nighttime program. Meanwhile, 
they also want me live. Having no publisher to pay my freight, I asked them about

? xcellent timing. Saturday night, before the story appeared (it did nfct in Washington) 
wrote the vice-president of UPI , through whom I had in May worked out the release of the

cannot get Smith they’ll try Liebelor. 

There will be a little overlapping between the fsre I' will get from Wisconsin 
and from you. ^ith your permission, I f ll use that to make it possible to get to HA, 
where Bill thinks ho can make some radio and TV appearances. for me. I’ll come home fiom 
L.A. T^is really brings the LA thing too close to ioi&s, but there is nothing we can (to 
about that. 


There is another advantage. By that time my new book will be out or so close I 
can use some of its content, if necessary to make the program jump. 


So I can m-*ke it the 16th, nd I think it is safe to say the 14th and the 15fch. 

If the Chicago thing works out early, that is, if I should go there from V/lseonsin, 1*11 
try end squeeze Wisconsin in a long, hsrd day and possibly can make it the morning of 
the 13th. Figute my fare at the cheapest rate and that should be all I need, ^t is not 
essentail, but it would be helpful to have that in advance for we are without funds ex- 
cept wnat belongs to the printer! We cam, of course, touch that. Other good things 
portend that 1*11 tell you about when I see you. I hope ftBEM ra.-kes it Smith or 
and that we can save Liebeler for Calif. Again, I’d like to b «3 ;*ble to do a few things 
to excite interest in it by radio and by phone in advance.
